In its decision given today on the 


fjinesville municipal ownership ques- 
tion involving the 
purchase of the 


plant of the Janesville Water company 
the supreme court reversed the decis; 
ion of Judge Grimm 
of 
the circuit 
court and held that the election at 
which the question was submitted to 
the Janesville"electors was illegal on 
tiie ground that it wa's Improperly no- 
ticed. The decision goes against the 
city, which was the respondent in the 
appealed case, together with the com- 
mission councilmen and the city at- 
torney, W. H. Dougherty. l 


Means New Election. 


Tlie question will again be submit- 


ted to the Janesville voters, according 
to Mayor Fathers, who stated that an 
election would be called as soon as 
Uie city council was reorganized with 
the new commissioner, Peter J. Good- 
man, in his office. 
Mr. Goodman as- 
sumes iiis office.on April 21, so that 
it is probable that a special election 
will be called on the first Tuesday in 
May, which would give ample time 
for I he ten day notice. Mayor Fathers 
and tlie two councilmen now in office 
have taken the .attitude that the mat- 
ter should be cleared,up as soon as 
possible.

Mr. Fathers declared that the in- 


junction case of the water company to 
prevent the enforcement, of the water 
rates ordered by the railroad com- 
mission several years ago, which, is 
now pending ,'in the circuit court at 
Madison, will, be taken up at once by 
the city, attorney in an effort t.o dis- 
solve the injunction and secure the 
workings of the new rates. 


-Analyzes Situation. 


City Attorney Dougherty, in a stiite- 


irient today, 'analyzes the water case 
situation as follosvs: 


"When this question was submitted 


to the voters in" April, 1912, the notice 
of election -was one- day short. There 
was, however, a serious question about 
the validity of the public utility law-, 
which question was favorably settled 
in the so-called -Racine case. 
The 


slight divergence in the matter of no- 
tice was not-considered vital, in view 
of the wide publicity given to the 
question, but the supreme court has 
cviently, taken the opposite view. 
"Tlie infirmities of this rase wers 
present from the first, and no action

could cure them. The council could 
not submit-the question of its own 
volition because it had already been 
submitted and was either good or bad. 
A new vote can be taken on .ten 
days notice, and if the voters again 
vote for the purchase it can be^imme^ 
diately certified to the railroad com- 
mission without delay. In fact, this 
decision spells no delay in acquiring 
this plant except the ten days re- 
quired for a notice of election. This 
matter will probably 
be taken up 
upon the reorganization of the coun- 
cil. 


"The expense ,to' the' city in this liti- 
gation for all purposes -will probably 
not exceed $100, this being for costs 
and disbursements." 


Validity of Referendum. 
The supreme court was asked in 
this appeal to -decide wh'ether the 
Janesville water plant purchase refer- 
endum was valid because of alleged 
insufficiency in submitting1 the ques- 
tion to the voters. The question sub- 
mitted was, "Shall the city of Janes- 
ville purchase the Janesville 
Water 
company?" The voters decided affirm- 
atively 1,238 to 1,041. The city there- 
upon began proceedings for a- certifi- 
cate of valuation before the railroad 
commission with the purpose ulti- 
mately of taking possession and own- 
ership. A court commissioner issued 
an injunction upon the company's ap- 
plication,; restraining the city 
from 
| prosecuting the • proceedings 
before 
the railroad commission. The Rook 
county circuit court dissolved the in- 
junction, and the company took this 
appeal with the object o£ obtaining a 
permanent injunction. 
The company, besides insisting the 
question put" to the voters was insuffi- 
cient and misleading, argued that the 
ten days' previous notice required by- 
law to be tor.the submission of any 
special question to the electors, was 
not given. 


Holding in Racine Case." 
-In the Racine case, the supremo 
court held that the question. "Shall 
the city of Racine purchase its water- 
works," was sufficient and not mis- 
leading, inasmuch as there was only 
one water plant in Racine. 
The 
Janesville water -comnany said these 
cases were not parallel, and insisted 
that the voters of Janesville, 
under 
the question submitted, did n.ot vote 
upon tlie question 
whether the cify 
should uiirRhase . the existing water 
plant of the Janesville Water com- 
pany."

City 
Attorney Dougherty waived 
aside technicalities, saying: 
"The argument rests upon the legal 
distinction between the 'company' as 
a corporate entity and 
the 
'plant1 


owned by it and would probably oc- 
cur only t.o the legal mind. Our -wa- 
ter system has been popularly refer- 
red to ns 'the water .company.' and at 
all times synonymously 
with 'water 
works' and 'water plant.'" 
Upon the Question of lack of ten 
days', previous notice to the voters, 
the'city contended -that .the public 
utility law makes no requirement as 
to notice.

After 
the appointment had been made and 
announced a bar-association was or- 
ganized in that circuit and this body, 
non-existent at the time the appoint- 
ment was made, adopted resolutions 
complaining -. that the governor had 
made an appointment

j suiting this ex-post facto association. 
fA fight against the election of Judge 
I Thompson was then organized, but 
..the appointment t>f the governor was 
affirmed by a majority of two to one. 
"In Rock county Governor McGov- 
ern named Judge Harry IsT-Maxfl eld 
as municipal judge. While the matter 
of the 'appointment of Mr. Maxfield 
was being considered his enemies and 
those of the governor made 'attacks 
upon 
Him, Mr. 
Maxfield 
made a 
splendid record as municipal judge, 
but despite this fact two 'candidates 
appeared- in the field - against him. 
After a hard campaign Mr. Maxfield 
was elected for • the balance of the 
unexpired term with a large plurality.

The Pierce 
oil refineries have been occupied by 
rebel forces during the last few days 
and as a consequence has been under 
fire by the federal gunboats in tlie 
flght^ A loss of the entire property: is 
feared. The warehouses of the Agen- 
cies Commercile of Germany were 
burned with a loss of five hundred 
thousand dollars. It is reported that 
the city of Mazatlan is tranquil. Five 
American arrests were made at Vera 
Cruz. 
A report from Torreon says 
'very good order'- has been estab- 
lished."

Augusta, Maine, April 9.—The re- 
publicans met 
in. state convention 
here today and 
the platform upon 
which their candidates to be chosen 
at the June 
primaries 
will stand 
Nearly 1000 delegates reported. 
The principal speakers were Con- 
gressman John A. Peters %ho presid- 
ed, and Congressman Patrick H. Kel- 
y of Michigan centered the fire on the 
Panama tolls question, and the Mexi- 
can policy of the administration. 
''The reason given by President Wil- 
son, for a repeal: of the free toll provi- 
sion of the Panama Canal act makes 
it impossible -for any self-respecting 
government to -carry out his recom- 
mendation. Mr.. Kelly declared," As 
a purely economic question, there may 
ae room for a difference of' opinipn as 
to whether Americans or foreigners 
should pass through the canal without 
paying tolls, but it is purely a domes- 
tic trues tion -and " can 'be- -hsndleti"-by 
Congress at any time. Unfortunately 
;he president did-not base his resolu- 
tion for 
the 
repeal 
on economic 
grounds, but upon the grounds that 


which the United States Is regarded 
abroad, demanded prompt repeal of 
the exemption clause of the canal act. 
Consider* World Viewpoint. . 
"Whether, we' shall insist upon giv- 
ing to our ships two'or three millions 
of. dollars in a disputed -way .is, in my 
conception, a very 
small question 
compared to the larger issues which 
are here involved," said the senator. 
"When the year 1909 opened, the 
United States occupied a higher and 
stronger position among the nations 
of the earth than at any period of 
our history. 
Never before had we 
possessed such au influence in inter- 
national affairs, and that Influence 
Sad been used beneficiently and tor 
the world's peace 4n two conspicuous; 
instances—at Portsmouth and at Alge- 
ciras. We never before had our rela- 
tions with the various states of Cen- 
tral and South America been so- good. 
It seemed as if the shadow of sus- 
picion which, owing to our dominant 
and at times domineering power, had. 
darkened and chilled our" relations . 
with the people of Latin America-had 
at 'last beea lifted. This great posi- 
,ion and this commanding influence 
laye been largely lost. 1 am not in 
:he councils of the president of tlie 
United States, but I believe that dur- 
ng the past year the'present position 
of the United States in .its foreign re- 
ations has become very apparent 'to 
lim, as it has to other-responsible 
and reflecting men, and* with this ap- 
preciation of our present position has 
come tlie earnest 
wish to retrace 
some of our steps, at"least, and -to 
regain, so far as possible, the high' 
plain which.we formerly occupied. 
"It would be an obvious impropriety- 
o point out the specific conditions "of, • 
>ur present relations with the-various • ; 
lations, both in the old world and the 
new; 
it is enough to note the fact 
hat we are regarded by other nations, 
with distrust and in some- cases with 
dislike.

lave come to believe that we are not

Letters Turned Down. 
There was a large attendance' at 
the Fulton town meeting. AVhen the 
time came for the reading of Mc- 
Govern's letter, Owen'.s letter, Rosa's 
epistle, and 
other communications 
with which the township officers have 
been flooded for a week preceding 
election, Town Clerk O. P. Murwin 
stated that he had them- in his pos- 
session and would be pleased to pre- 
sent them to the meeting. By a un- 
animous vote o£ the caucus, however, 
it was decided not to permit the read- 
ing of the various communications, 
and the town clerk was instructed to 
inform the governor as to the action. 
He was also instructed to let McGov- 
ern and "those fellows -at Madison" 
know how the voters in the town of 
Fulton felt about the proposition- and 
iliat the voters would show more defi- 
nitely how they felt about the various 
questions submitted at the polls next 
November. 


This was the unanimous sentiment

It was calin that Fulton 
voters resented the governor's effort

.Against Special Session, 
In the town of Janesville the senti- 
ment was decidedly against a special 
session of the 
legislature.

"Be it resolved that we, as voters 
of the town of Janesville, realizing 
the temper of the voters of the towns 
as well as of the cities, do not at this

equally as much to blame

9.15, and under the uncertainty that 
i special session:'might or might not 
repeal the appropriation as it now 
stands, it would place the town in an 
mcertain position as -to what-,to do 
n the matter of a highway levy.

portunity to voice vehement protests 


. at the extravagance of the present 
'state 
administration, scouting the 
'-idea that any relief would result from 
'a calling together-of the very legisla- 
ture which was responsible for the 
high appropriations which resulted in 
: the high taxes. 


As far as could be learned today 
'two towns, Turtle and Clinton, voted 
'in favor o£ calling a special session 
of -the legislature. 
Where the ques- 
tion was discussed at length, however, 
there was manifest exactly the same 
sentiment that was obtained at the 
: Rock county mass meeting held in 
: Janesville a month ago. In fact at the 
Janesville town caucus, O. D. Brace 
presented a copy of the resolutions 
passed at the JanesviUe mass meeting 
and it is probable that thewe will be 
forwarded to Ul6 governor.

$100,000 to send an American athletic, 
team to the 1915 Olympics, at Berlin 
well under-way, old Uncle Sam bids 
fair to walk off with another inter- 
national field and track victory, des- 
pite 'frantic e tfo rts ot; .England, 
France, Germany and Sweden to head 
us .off. . 
. 
: ' I t will be remembered that imme- 
diately after 
the last Olympics at 
Stockholm, England, with great hue 
and .cry, set 
about , to raise 'steen 


thousand dollars to spend on manu- 
facturing a team that would give the 
British lion a chance to, roar. British- 
ers were,going to start whang off the 
bat and develop a bunch of athletes 
who were to gar her ail the 1915 Olym- 
pic medals, 
honors, revords and rib- 


bons in sight. ' But already, accord-; 
ing to reports from the land'that has 
just been startled from ,tea-drinking: 
habits by an exhibition of Yankee: 
baseball which also shook the crown 
from „and-., a derby; hat onto King! 
George's royal plate, the Knglanders" 
have begun to stall.

The /wild, enthusiasm which- ama- 
teur, field, and track' lovers of Eng-' 
land and the • colonies stirred up for, 
the first, few months .following .the; 
Stockholm games has since simmers 
ed down until it is lukewarm. When 
it came time to collect passable coin 
of the realm and actually spend it on 
luring athletic trainers who had the 
ability to- develop the atheltes. there 
w-aSrJittle doing. And it'was likewise, 
when" the suggestion was made th'a't 
England go out into; her byways to 
get .material. Never would it do, they 
argued, to have a member .of the com- 
mon classes members of an athletic 
team'.that represented ,England. 
In 
England, if a man isn't a "gentleman:'

Work very much similar to that be- 
ing done in France, is today going on 
in Gernlany and Sweden. The Ger-

athletes for the Berlin games, and in 
Sweden they are using that stadium 
they built for the last Olympics as a 
practice ground 
for 
developing the 


Swedish team. 
But they have started too late for 
the 1915 games. The United States 
has too much of a lead. 
Witness the 
recent amateur indoor championships 
held 
at 
Madison 
Square 
Garden, 
where three records were smashed 
and several more were equalled. And 
be it remembered that some dozen or 
more "record" men whose homes are 
in the "West .and-.Middle West, were 


•, not among those present, and 
who 
can be counted on for points in 1915. 
Even, at that, however, it will never 


do to sit back and count the chicks 
just yet. That $100,000 isn't all sub- 
scribed, and 
$100,000... is a lot of 


money. Of course there are a lot of 
missionary societies who claim they 
need contributions, but there are also 
a lot of places where money might be 
worse spent. .

)Oints were very high. 
Once in a while foreign correspond-. 
ents are handicapped, especially dur- 
ing; war tunes when all dispatches are 
usually censored. 1 remember .an in- 
stance some years ago when a big 
piece of' news became public in con- 
nection with the Russian government 
It was next to impossible at that time 
for the St. Petersburg correspondent 
to send a dispatch that would not be 
distasteful, to the Russian 
govern 
merit officials, 
in-this instance it'be- 
came necessary to write the story ex 
actly opposite to the real truth but an 
understanding was had. with the Lon- 
don representative to whom the story 
was sent, that should he receive a 
dispatch bearing upon a certain new 
matter, he should decipher it to mean 
exactly the opposite of what it stated 
It is needless to say~that the story 
first received by the London 
sentative favored Russia, but when 
distributed to the newspapers through 
the Associated Press, the real story 
was printed. Various schemes are re- 
sorted to by correspondents of differ- 
ent 
news gathering associations to 
outdo each other. For instance, when 
the last conclave of cardinals at Rome 
assembled to choose a new pope, it 
became necessary to make an arrange- 
ment with one 
of the cardinals by 
which he could convey, by a certain 
sign, during- a recess, tlie name>of.the 
pope elected, as soon' as it was de- 
termined.

It is a requisite of the employes ot 
The Associated Press that they be 
honest, fair, just and gentlemanly to 
all and that in return they shall de- 
mand fair treatment, justice and re- 
spect from those with whom they deal. 
The transmission of editorial news 
upon political or partisan matters is 
contrary to the policy of The Associat-' 


is deli'vered to both 
afternoon and morning newspapers. 
Tiie afternoon papers control the field 
ot publication between the hours of 
11 A. M and 11 P. 11. and the niorn- 
ini; papers from 11 P. M. to 11 A. II. 
There are times however, when a very 
important piece of news- of world- 
wide importance may, to use a news- 
paper expression, break loose, such as 
the assassination of a president or a 
disaster such as the sinking of the 
White Star liner Titanic. In cases 
similar to these The Associated Press 
issues a bulletin service to which both 
afternoon and morning papers are en- 
titled and both morning and afternoon 
papers are ( permitted to issue extra 
editions at any hour day or night. 
It is tlie purpose ot The Associated 
Press to handle -such news only as is 
of general interest. To make my mean- 
ing clear I might state that in Milwau- 
kee for instance, a story may be ot 
such local interest as to warrant dis- 
play headlines but the story may no 
be of anv news value outside of Mi 
waukee and therefore would not b 
offered on the leased wires. 
In addition 
to 
serving 
the bes 
papers of all large cities with a com 
plete leased wire-report, The Associa 
ed Press serves several hundre 
papers with either a telegraph or tele 
phone report of various quotas from 
500 to 10,000 words or more per daj 
Some points served by telephone ar 
sis-en from 
fifteen 
minutes to twi 
hours per day and these reports b 
telephone range from 100Q words in a 
fifteen minutes telephone service to 
10.000 or more in a two hour period 
or in periods aggregating two hours 
The different small reports, whicl 
are known as ponies, must be com 
piled to meet the ^requirements of the 
time alloted in which to telephone and 
•where the matter is telegraphed we 
are compelled to keep -vithin a pre 
scribed limit. For instance, we serve 
a few small points with a socalled 500 
-word pony by telegraph. We are noi 
restricted" exactly to 500 words per 
dav but the report throughout, the 


possible for newspapers in Milwaukee 
to print and circulate editions con- 
taining the president's message, for 
example, a few minutes after 
the

ment. It is easy to understand when 
I inform you that all such news items 
are in the hands of the editors some- 
times three and four days in advance 
hut the papers are not permitted to 
publish any advance matter until re- 
leased.

wire." 
As soon as the flash bearing 
the release comes across, it is tele- 
phoned to all the afternoon papers 
simultaneously over a private news- 
paper telephone. 
In order that newspaper shall- not 
violate confidence imposed in the As- 
sociated Press by persons contributing 
advance* matter, the by-laws provide 
for tines ranging from a minimum of 
$5 to a maximum of $1,000 upon pa- 
pers committing violations in respect 
to advance matter; that is, printing 
before the 
story is released. ' All 
cases of violations are handled by the 
board of directors. 
The guilty pub- 
lisher is summoned and after a hear- 
ing is had, a fine is usually imposed, 
but 1 have never nown a fine to reach 
anywhere near the maximum amount. 
At points like New'York, Chicago, 
Pittsburg. Cincinnati, Kansas City, 
Denver, San Francisco, St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and' Milwaukee are estab- 
lished bureaus for handling news con- 
tiguous to each city's territory. There 
may be stories handled by Milwaukee 
and filed on circuits embracing Wis-
